The instrument is also handy as a signal generator. But it's pretty drifty, 


so don't expect to be able to stay dead on frequency. Maybe if you have an 
AC supply and let it warm up for a good while ... 


In short, I line mine. One of the handiest contraptions I have in the 
shack.

Permit me to throw my 2-cents in here. 


Last week I got to use N2RI's $200 Autek to adjust my quarter wave feeders 
for my quadrature-fed phased verticals. When measuring impedance of the open 
1/4-wave sections (series-tuned, low-Z) with the Autek, the reading was very 
low, as expected. However, adjusting the fine tuning control on the Autek's 
oscillator resulted in no change in the impedance reading because there 
wasn't enough resolution displayed. That is, the single digit showing Z 
wouldn't change while I was altering the frequency up and down. The digit 
finally jumped, and that left me with having to "muscle interpolate" the 
results. That's not good at all. I was disappointed. 


The unit did give me reasonable readings for self-impedance however, and did 


show the sign of the j operator. It also converted nicely from rectangular 
into polar formats, but that's just a math function. My $12 light-powered TI 
scientific calculator, with its R>P and P>R keys does the same thing (but 
better). 


Maybe I better go back to my ancient General Radio 1606-A impedance bridge, 
excited by my MIL-surplus URM-25 signal generator, and null-detected with a 
Sony ICF-7600 portable shortwave receiver. After all, lugging all this stuff 
out to the antenna farm, and trailing an AC feeder to boot, isn't xtoox 
cumbersome and bulky, right? ;-)

Laurent - The Miracle Whip is expensive, $129.95 last time I checked, and 
doesn't work very well, 10 dB down from a full size vertical on 20 M.

The Miracle Whip measured 10.56 dB down from a full size quarter wave 
vertical. Both antennas were operated against a single quarter wave 
counterpoise. I suspect that the counterpoise contributed more to the 
radiation than did the Miracle Whip. 


A better choice is the PAC-12C by James Bennet, KA5DVS. You can build it for 
a fraction of the cost of the Miracle whip and it will have performance that 
is only a dB or so ( measured at 0.83 dB) down from the full size quarter 
wave vertical. Best of all you can build it yourself from commonly available 
parts:

Others have mentioned W6MMA's MP-1 as an alternate to the Miracle Whip. It 
works much better, but it is relatively expenive. The Hamstick and similar 
atyle mobile antennas are also viable antennas 


You should realise that short verticals are inefficient without a good 
ground. The radiation resistance decreases as the antenna is shortened and 
as a result the ground reistance contributes proportionally more to losses. 
You will need to operate the antenna against a good ground, but that is a 
topic for another post. I recommend 8-one eighth wave long radials to start 
with. 


If you cannot provide a good ground, you might be happier with a portable 
shortened dipole. You can use two PAC-12Cs back to back for this. The 
Buddipole has been built by a number of people on this list with reasonable 
success:

Alan - I have an OHR Classic (also called the 20-40). It is a nice rig with 
an excellent receiver. The double balanced diode mixer front end is robust 
and the audio is clean and quiet. It makes for an easy to operate low noise 
rig. 


The rig is large, about the same size and weight as the OHR 400. It is a bit 
on the large and heavy side for backpacking, but it is a very nice portable 
rig otherwise. It has very little in the way of bells and whistles other 
than a built in Curtis Keyer and RIT. The receive current draw is higher 
than a 602 based rig, the K-1 draws 70 mA, but on the low side for a rig 
with its excellent receive performance, the K-2 draws 200 mA or so. 


I run mine all day on a 7 AH Gel cell, and it will go forever with the cell 
charged by a solar panel. 


The rig is not perfect. The AGC cannot be defeated and the internal keyer 

has no internal memories. The VFO drifts more than it should, particularly 
outside where the temperature can vary considerably. This is not a problem 
inside at constant temperature or with short contacts as in a contest. It 

drifts a lot less than my HQ-170 does, so this is all relative. 


This is a good rig for group operations, as there are few controls, all are 
single function, and all are clearly labeled and intuitive. For the same 
reasons, and because it has a reverse polarity protection diode, it is a 
good rig to loan to someone who wants a taste of QRP without investing ina 


qrp rig. 


OHR did not make many of these, as they were expensive relative to the 
single band rigs of the day. So they are not all that common. One could buy 
two single band qrp rigs for less than the price of the OHR Classsic With 
the introduction of the K-2 their value dropped and they can be picked up 
relatively inexpensively these days. I recall one going for $125 recently, 
and at that price they are a good value. The K-1 and Sierra might be classed 
as alternatives in this class. It will be cheaper than the K-1, have better 
receiver performance and be easier to operate, but be missing some bells and 
whistles as well as the other band options. Same with the Sierra, but these 
too have come down significantly in price with the introduction of the K-1. 
The Sierra is definitely backpackable. 


The circuitry is well thought out and designed. It is not a simple rig 
inside by any means. I do not know if Marshall still supports these now that 
he owns OHR or not, but mine has been reliable, despite operating into 
mismatched loads and reverse polarity power applied.

Shawn - You can get a rough idea of your battery's capacity by measuring how 
long it takes to discharge with a known load. 


An easy way to do this is with a 12 V light bulb. Pick one that is near 
C/20, where C is the "Amp Hour Rating" on the battery. For a 7 AH batteryy, 
use a "12 V" bulb rated at 350 mA. The handbook has a table of lamp 
properties. A type 57 draws 240 mA and should be acceptable. Radio Shack has 
a lot of different types of miniature lamps and your auto supply store will 
hav some for larger currents. 


Fully charge the battery (13.8 volts) and then measure the time to fully 
discharge (say to 10.5 to 11 Volts) under load. Multiply the time to 
discharge by the current drawn to get the Amp hour rating. If this is near 
what is on the battery, it is good. Due to a number of factors, even new 
batteries seldom will put out their full amp hour rating. Depending on how 
you charge the battery, a "good" one should have 70 % or more of the rated 
amp hour rating. You can use one that has a lower amp hour rating, just make 
sure that you don't plan on getting the full capacity out of it. You might 
want to do this over several charge-discharge cycles to see if you get any 
improvement.

What difference does 10 dB make? 

A CW signal 10 dB above the noise is armchair copy. 

One 5 dB above the noise is pretty easy copy. 

Most hams can copy CW at the noise level with some difficulty. 

An experienced CW operator can copy CW at a few dB below the noise level. 


So 10 dB can make the difference between an armchair QSO and a difficult 
one, and between an impossible QSO and an easy one. 


On receive you lose 10 dB sensitivity right off the bat. This may be not be 
a problem on 40 M, but on 20 M and higher, you will start losing weak 
signals. On 10 M you will lose a lot of signals, weak or otherwise. 


There doesn't seem to be much reason to give away 10 dB when there are 
alternates that only give away 1 dB that cost less, irrespective of the one 
and a half S units. On 20 M and higher you will work good signals on a good 
antenna that you will not even hear on the Miracle Whip.- Dr. Megacycle

Sounds good except for the RG-58. I'd change that as soon as you can to 
something in the 9913 catagory or better. You didn't mention how long the 
RG-58 run is but that stuff is real LOSSY on 6 meters. Also I only mention 
9913 as a category of cable. The stuff has a tendency to get water in it 
if you're not real careful.
